Has" 
so Far 
Baffled

A new disease has attacked the cat- 


tle in this section and up to date it has 
proven to be fatal to almost every an- 
imal that^has contracted: it, .the veteri- 
narians having, been unable to :do,any- 
thingr whatever for .It . '

Dr. Norton of .this . city, has-been 


called to attend a.number of the cases 
and not being familiar with tlie-.clJs- 
erisc he called, on the state veterinarian 
who came here, but was as much at 
sea as. the local men.

doctor 


says that the trouble develops very 
rapidly, in several instances a 'cow 
being- all right .wh'en she was_ milked 
at night, and the next morning would 
be found with a huge .swelling .'under 
the neck, and unable 'to': eat anything- 
and apparently in'.a chpkiu.? C'>udi- 
tion. ' This swelling attacks the g'an'cis 
c,l the neck and . they grow, to such 
huge proportions, that .the Animal's 
head points straight out from the body 
and being unable to swallow anything 
solid it is only a question of time when 
It starves'to .death."

- One animal that weighed about 1100 
pounds when attacked -by the disease 
had in a week been'reduced-t'p- mere 
skin and bone, and those'who saw. her

Norton "cut:out several 
of thn swollen glands.and sent them 
in to Madison where the. opinion was 
advanced that the disease was one that 
had marie ita appearance in this coun- 
try only 'once before,' in- th'e;state of 
Massachusetts, :at which, time it ^was 
impossible to do anything .for it. 
' Dr. Norton'advises..all cattle-owners 
to watch, their -herds carefully and if 
any of them become affected with, the 
new disease to Isolate them at once 
and to report the case to him or the 
state veterinarian, at.Madison. 
That 


it will cost them, nothing 
as ;the 


state is making an effort to solve the 
mystery and promptness in reporting 
cases and isolating the affected .ones 
may mean the prevention of great loss.

Movement Becomes Popular. 


The good roads movement in con- 


gress has taken on a more rapid gait 
recently than it ever strode at before. 
Once on a time there was a strong 
feeling among the members of both 
houses that good roads legislation was 
unconstitutional unless it could be 
clearly proved that the benefits were 
to be nation-wide and to be of large 
service to interstate commerce. Some 
years ago a southern senator intro- 
duced a bill appropriating $500,000 for 
a start at good roads construction. 
He maintained that if the highways 
constructed 
ran from one state to 


another, and were used for purposes 
of trade between states, all question 
of the constitutionality of the meas- 
ure would be answered.
